The  support  area  contains  2 
administration  buildings,  4 barracks,  6 bar- 
racks/quarters,  5 storage  buildings,  and  25 
support  buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  depot  was  covered  on  7 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  July  1962  and  January  1965 
and  appeared  active  and  occupied  over  this 
period.  No  significant  changes  were  observed. 

INSTALLATION 

U-shaped  storage  buildings,  9 support  buildings, 
and  5 open  storage  areas,  i'wo  large  and  3 
smaller  open  storage  areas  were  occupied  by 
possible  vehicles  and/or  pieces  of  equipment 
on  January  1965  photography.  One  support 
building  is  a large  monitor-roofed  maintenance- 
type  building.
